Negro Fireman Hurt. 


A negro fireman passing near the 
scene of the explosion which occurred 
•bout midnight was severely injured 
by flying debris and was given medical 
(attention. The main, which was one 
jfoot in diameter, carrying ordinary

Hip by dynamite at point inside of the 
jlhop yards, between a row of unused 
ibox cars and the fence surrounding 
the property, and at a point some 75

The 
explosion has stirred Spencer a? noth- 
ing else since the strike occurred and 
many are asking what steps will be 
taken to prevent further trouble. It 
has been charged that a quantity of 
flynamlte caps were stolen from the 
Southern premises come nights ago 
near the spot where the explosion oc- 
curred.

Will Systematize 
Police Bookkeeping 


Cit" Auditor R. P. Moss Is visiting 


several cities of the state for the pur- 
pose of investigating methods of, po- 
lice book-keeping with v a 
view to 


making 
recommendations 
for 
the 


Improvement of the system at the 
city courthouse. 
Mr. Moss was re- 


cently 
authorized 
by 
the finance 
j 


committee to make this tour of in-j 
vestigatlon In order to obtain some 
progressive Ideas as to what is being 
done in other cities. In al! probab- 
ility his observations will result 
in 


recommendatona being made for a 
more up-to-date method of keeping 
the crime records straight and ob- 
viating the necessity of the mayor 
devoting considerable portion of his 
time to jseejng that the police books 
are kept straight. The time of one 
of the city policemen is now con- 
sjimed entirely by 
keeping 
ledgers 
and under the new system he will 
probably be relieved of this and re- 
stord to regular police duty. 
It is more than likely that a more 


definite method of keeping the police 
books will be necessitated on Sep- 
tember 1, when the recntly enacted 
statute by the legislature bearing on 
receipts for fines becomes effective. 
The idea is not only to Institute an 
up-to-date book-keeping method but 
also 
to 
better 
systematize crime 
records thereby increasing the 
effi- 


ciency of the department. 
Compliance with the new State law, 


effective September 1st, providing for 
the^ giving of countersigned receipts 
for every fine entered for the State in 
the city courts will, in all likelihood, 
do away with the present system of 
part payment of fines. In scores of 
instances persons convicted and fined 
are unable to pay the amount in full. 
Very often the court allows" a pirt- 
payment and the convicted person is 
spared the necessity of going to jail 
and pays installments weekly on his 
fines until it has been held up. This 
entails a eood deal of close book-keep- 
ing and it results in many more fines 
being paind than would be the case 
under a policy of "pay or go to jail," 
which course seems now assured un- 
der the new law.-—-o

How Hailstorms 


Are Shot Away

The Bee recently called attention 


to the method used by the grape grow- 
ers of France and Switzerland in com- 
batting htil storms by the detonation 
of 
dynamite charges and 
suggested 


that -tobacco growers who -^ften lose 
large sums trf similar^vlsitations-might 
adopt the same methods. The follow- 
ing etract from an article appearing 
in the >"ew Tork Times explains the 
principle at greater length: 


"Professor D W. Herring of New 


Tork University, who has 
made a 


study of the history of rain-making 
devices and 'similar inventions, has 
found only one weather-controlling 
device which actually works, and this 
is a cannon which breaks up threat- 
ening hailstorms. 
This is described 


as follows in an article by Dr. Herintj 
in The Siientific Monthly: 
" 'After various haphazard expert 
ences of ^ticultunsts. one of them.-n.Tl 
Austrian. 
Albert Sliger, inx-ented 
a 


form of cannon in 1894..which could 
readily and effectively be used for the 
purpose of repelling and breaking up 
such storms. 
" 'This cannon somewhat resembles 


the old bell-mouthed blunderbuss in 
form, with a chamber at the breach 
for a cartridge containing only powder 
and a funnel-shaped tube, like the 
cone of a megaphone. 
Housed in a 
little shack on the hillsides, these are 
ready for use at short notice, and siJ»ce 
they are distributed amoiis the many 
adjoining vineyards, a whole battery 
of them can be brought into action 
promptly. 
The grape* are maturing 


arrd the vineyards are in their most 
\igorous growth from July to Septem- 
ber, just at the time of year when 
hailstorms are most frequent, and the 
workmen accordingly art> alert in 
watching for sisns of danger. 
"When the storm is seen to be gath- 
ering, the cannons are brought out 
and directed against the threatening 
cloud. Signals are sent from vineyards 
to vmyard. and upon the first appear- 
anc" of the destructive nails-torn! the 
counter bombardment Iwons. From 
the mouth of the cannon issues a mass 
of heated gas. smoke and .^niokc rin^.=. 
propelled \ol°ntly against the lowor- 
ing cloud. The smoke rings are like 
those disch.-irp^d froiir tho «:mokesta<-k 
by the i»uffs of .1 loc«m«»tri«"., but xxith 
far creator energy of propulsion.

Atkins was accompanied by Magistrate 
Fagg and a physician of Draper. N 
C. It was learned that the man left 
his wife and infant quite ill and te 
gives this reason for not making aii 
earlier appearance. Both the official 
and physician of Draper gave Atkins 
a fairly good reputation, stating thai 
the only harm they knew of him was 
that he liked his whisky and became 
intoxicated occasionally. 
Atkins had been seen by Bowles Ir

Bowles did not arrest him because he 
did not have the warrant and because 
he questioned his right to make tfce 
arrest in a neighboring county.

TICKER TALK 


.WASHINGTON. Aug. 20.—A score 


of years ago a sKlpper of the British 
steamer Etolia. cruising 200 miles off 
he Texas coasr and with more than a 
mile of water between the ship's keel 
and the ocean floor, passed through 
patches of oil on the surface of 
the 
sea. 


"The oil appeared to be bubbling up 
'rom the sea," said the note in the 
ship's log and since that day there 
runs through the records of the navy 
hydrographic office repeated reports 
of such oil signs at sea, suggesting the 
possibility of subsea oil fields that may 
never yield their treasure of energy to 
he use of mankind 


The Etolia saw the oil smears in 


.902 and in the same year the steamer 
Ounstan. in almost the same position, 
massed through a stream of kerosene 
oil about 50 feet wide." 
Four years 
ater the San Jacinto encountered close 
to the same locality "a layer of crude 
oil. color a dark yellow, very strong 
odor" and steamed 
more than 
five 


hours at 12 knots before the oil smear 
was left behind. 


Again in 1909 the steamer Comedi- 


an, at a point close to the 
position 


where the' San Jacinto picked up the 
lloating field of oil thrfe years before 
reported a mile-wide oil stain "which 
could be seen bubbling on the surface 
in three jets " 


Through* the years that followed re- 


ports of oil on the sea's surface ha\e 
coma at frequent intervals. 
The Hy- 
drographic Office record* show 26 such 
mariners' observations during the last 
20 years, some of them from points 
well north of Cape May, some far oat 
in the Atlantic. 
But the greatest 


number are , clustered in the 
Gulf 


southeast of the Terjas coast in waters 
ranging from 800 to 900 fathoms in 
depth. 


One observation was made about 20 


miles off Galveston m 16 fathoms, 
and others from that point out to the 
spot 200 miles from shore, where the 
bulk of the oil "float has been noted 
through the years in an era measuring 
about SOO miles each way- 
The Navy Department experts haz- 


arded no guess as to how the oil came 
to be on the surface. - 
Some of the 
shipmasters assumed that the oil came 
from sunken wells along the coast. 
There is no explanation 
unless 
it 


comes from a subsea gusher spouting 
a. mile beneath the surface.

CHILE BUYING 


RAILJEQUIPMENT 


PITTSBURGH. Pa.. Aug. 19.—The 


largest single consignment of electric 
apparatus for railroad electrification 
ever made in this country started from 
Pittsburgh recently when the West- 
inghous Electric International Com- 
pany despatched the "International 
Trade Special on its way to the coast. 


The special, made up of 33 cars, 


carried equipment for the electrifica- 
tion of the state railroads in Chile. It 
•was the second such shipment, the 
fi>st having been made several weeks 
aa-o. A third will fol'ow shortlv. The 
contract wish Chile involves $7.000.- 
000 and includes 39 locomctiv*. The 
consignment now on its way to South 
America is valued at S750.000. 


From Pittsburgh the "special" goes 


to South Philadelphia, where the ma- 
terial will be loaded on a steamer for 
transit to Valpariso by way .or the 
Panama canal. 


The waters of the Rio Colorado will 


he utilized in the generation of the 
power to be furnished to the Chilean 
stale railways, the initial electrifica- 
tion of which will include 144 miles 
of track. 11£ mS2es from Vapariso to 
Santiago and 2S miles from Las Ve- 
gas to Los Andres.

Pius XI noticed then his great cul- 
ture; his fluent knowledge of most 
modern languages, and the historical 
insight shown in some books which 
Monsignor Orsenigo had

Tenure Of v Office 


By Li Attacked 


AMOT. China. Aug. 19.—(By The 
Associated Press. 
An attack on the 


legality of Li Yuan-hung's tenure of 
the presidency of China, and a formal 
request to the "treaty powers" that 
they refrain from recognizing him as 
head of the Chinese nation, consti- 
tuting one of the last documents from 
the hand of Wu Ting-fang, recently 
deceased minister of foreign affairs at 
Canton, and formerly Chinese minis- 
ter to Washington has just been re- 
ceived here. 


The memorandum, Issued 
from 


Canton on stationery bearing the le- 
gend. "The Republic* of China." which 
the overthrown Sun Yat-sen govern- 
ment claimed to represent, declared 
that President Li is "no more than a 
private citizen, thrust into the presi- 
dential office by Northern militarists 
and politicians to serve as their tool 
and figurehead." 
Further declaration that Li's 
as- 


sumption of office "does not improve 
the situation, but positively aggravates 
it." leaves no doubt as to the late Dr. 
Wu's atiude owards he Pekinjr ad- 
mlniwration. which repeatedly was re- 
ported as offering him the premiershop 
of China up to the day he died In late 
June. 
To that offer. Dr. Wu apparently 


ncver replied, bm his official attack 
on LI and his supporters, written a 
tesr-day» before Chen Chlung-ming 
overthrew the South China govern- 
ment «nd hastened the death of the 
famous Chin«e« diplomat, 
demon- 
strajfs that Wu was to the last «nal- 
teraMy opposed to the regime of the 
north. 
Scarcely * w»<>Jc after his manifesto 


against Peklnp was iwued. W« tinsr- 
fang died Jn the Christian college at 
Canton, "tired out." to use his own 
words and. to quov hi* cntef. Sun Yat- 
9«-n. broken-hearted at the collapse 
of the South China republic.
